A petition circulating 
Didsbury is asking residents to 
support a resolution which 
would slap a midnight curfew 
on Didsbury teens. 

The petition asks residents 
to support the idea of a minor 
midnight curfew by-law which 
would see all youths under the 
age of 18 carry authorization 
cards if they are out after mid¬ 
night and would fine them or 
their guardian $20 if they are 
caught after midnight without 
them. 

Organizers of the petition 
refused to be identified but 
wording of the document 
shows that they feel this curfew 
would help to solve some of the 
vandalism problems Didsbury 
has been suffering over the 
summer. 

But not everyone feels that 
the imposition of a curfew is 
what Didsbury needs. Local 
restaurant owner Dan Peters 
said he signed the petition 
because he felt it was time 
Didsbury got 24-hour policing. 

"I don't feel that the curfew 
is necessarily the right thing/' 
he said. "But I do feel it s the 
first step in convincing council 
or whoever that Didsbury is big 
enough now that we need to 
have the police around 24 
hours." 

Concerns have been raised 
this summer over the increase 
in the number of teens hanging 


out with friends in the down¬ 
town area. Some highly public 
cases of vandalism in the area 
has also caused some residents 
to question whether the two 
are related. Talk of opening a 
teen drop-in centre to help deal 
with the problem has come up 
at Didsbury Town Council. 
Didsbury’s FCSS Coordinator 
Leslie-Anne Murray said the 
FCSS is busy researching other 
drop-in centre's to see how 
they work. 

"We received two letters 
from some Didsbury teens who 
felt this kind of thing was need¬ 
ed here," said Murray. "Right 
now we are just doing some 
preliminary work, looking at 
other teen centres in Alberta 
which are successful to see 
what they are doing right." 

Murray said that there is no 
time deadline on research into 
this project. 

But in spite of all of the con¬ 
cern over the issue of teen hang 
outs, Didsbury RCMP report 
that vandalism is down this year 
over last. Corporal Vaughn 
Christensen said statistics show 
that willful damage is on the 
decline within the town. 

"But if council decides to 
pass a by-law of this type we are 
in a position to enforce it." 

While no one was willing to 
talk about the plans for the peti¬ 
tion, it is believed it will be 
presented to council sometime 
this fall.

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Town council notes 


Didsbury Town Council will 
not change funding to the Shock 
Trauma Air Rescue Society 
despite it's recent provincial 
contract loss 

Concern had been raised at 
the last town council meeting 
over funding because of the 
change made by the contract 
expiry. 

"I have to question whether 
these contract changes should 
affect our funding," said Coun¬ 
cillor Doug Sharpe. 

But council decided against 
making any changes to the 
current funding system Current¬ 
ly the town donates $1.29 per 
capita to the Society. 

"I think we should continue 
to support them," said Sharpe 
"They do a good job, and support 
will be more important for them 
now than ever." 

Town of Didsbury adminis¬ 
tration will be looking into a 
system which will allow property 


owners to pay their taxes monthly 
after a request for the program 
was made by town residents. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said the town will look into 
modifying the current computer¬ 
ized tax program to allow for 
monthly payment billing Cur¬ 
rently taxes are either due in 
lump payment on July 1, or may 
be prepaid 

Research into costs for 
changing the system is expected 
to be presented to council 
sometime this month. 

The town is continuing to 
look for volunteers for it' newly 
created E nvironmental Advisory 
Board 

Created by by-law last 
month, the Advisory board will 
act to help the town become more 
"environmentally friendly." 

Issues under discussion by 
the board will include town 
operations, attracting environ¬ 
mentally conscious development 


and expanding public education

An offer to purchase the 
Didsbury Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment's tanker has been turned 
down by Didsbury Town Council. 

Council rejected the offer 
from the Mannville/lnnisfree 
Rural F ire Protection Cooperative 
because they felt it was too low 

"I think we have to respond 
and tell them that their bid is not 
half of what this tanker is 
worth," said Councillor Doug 
Sharpe 

The Mannville/lnnisfree 
Rural F ire Protection Cooperative 
had offered $15,000 for the 
tanker. The town is expecting to 
sell the unit for between $30,000 
and $40,000 

The sale price of the tanker 
will be used towards the 
purchase of a newer model for 
the Didsbury Fire Department.

RCMP report 

Summer is a popular time of the year to move as children 
are out of school and the weather is good. Many people who 
move between provinces often wonder how much time they 
have to change their driver's license and vehicle registration. 
It is specified under the Motor Vehicle Administration Act 
that an individual has up to three months to acquire an 
Alberta driver's license and Alberta registration. A con¬ 
travention of this act would result in a fine. 

During the last two weeks, Didsbury RCMP responded- 
to a total of 161 complaints, 30 of which results in criminal 
investigation, 54 tickets were issued, including 10 written 
warnings. One person was charged with impaired driving 
while another was given a road side suspension. Six motor 
vehicle accidents occurred during this time period and 5 Li¬ 
quor Control Act tickets were issued.

A Didsbury woman was among six people injured in a 
head-on collision near Sundre this weekend. 

Donna Irene Devaux, 38, was taken to hospital with ex¬ 
tensive injuries on Saturday after an accident six km east of 
Sundre at Highway 27 and Westward Ho Road. 

Sundre RCMP said the accident occurred about 8:20, 
Saturday evening when Devaux's vehicle crossed over into 
the eastbound lane hitting a station wagon. Five people from 
Calgary; John Bruce, 72, Avis Carr, 71, Patricia Manchur, 52, 
Jean Wade, 70 and Norma Bruce, 68, who were travelling in 
the station wagon, were also taken to hospital. 

Sundre RCMP are continuing to investigate the cause of 
the accident.

Sewing is something Marian

It's her interest in horses 
that is reflected in the clothing 
she designs.

"Take this jacket for exam¬ 
ple," McAdam said, pulling 
down a purple waist jacket 
decorated with multi-colored 
graphics.

the office. I try to keep all the 
options in mind when I'm making 
something." 

Although she hasn't been at 
the business very long, Me- 
Adam's reknown is growing. She 
recently talked with country 
singer Steve Warner about 
outfitting his band in her 
designs. 

"I guess he wanted to know 
where Monika with a K got her 
outfit, so we were introduced," 
she said "I feel very flattered 
and I hope I can talk with them 
further." 

Despite any rush in popular¬ 
ity, McAdam said she plans to 
keep things small. 

" I like to go really slow and 
learn as I go along I'm from a 
farm background and I watched 
my dad. He did things slowly, 
never got ahead of himself." 

In the mean time, McAdam 
has made a few changes by 
moving away from custom made 
into a more ready-to-wear line. 
Her clothing includes chaps, 
shirts, jackets and dusters for 
both men and women, and while 
it may be off the rack, McAdam 
said customers can be sure they 
won't see exactly the same outfit 
on anyone else.

The petition being passed around town asking for 
support of a midnight curfew for kids under the age of 
18 has me scratching my head over how people per¬ 
ceive things. I wonder why anyone thinks a midnight 
curfew will change things. 

Firstly, imposing another rule on a group already 
will be known throughout history for rebellion against 
rules makes little sense. As one teen I talked to said, 
"What difference will that make? If it goes through it will 
just be another rule to break." 

Secondly, teens hanging around together does not 
constitute a criminal threat and it's a shame to label all 
teens troublemakers. Most of these kids are just looking 
for a place to spend time with their friends, away from 
the constraints of authority figures. It doesn't mean they 
are secretly plotting to destroy Eldon Foote Hall. 
Granted there are a few troublemakers who give the 
group a bad name, but that's nothing new. But by im¬ 
posing a curfew, we paint all the teens as untrustworthy 
and criminally intent. Why join the good kids with the 
ones who will break the rules no matter what they are? 

Thirdly, enforcement of this kind of rule is nearly 
impossible. As it stands now, Didsbury RCMP patrols an 
area too large for their resources. Kids will just con¬ 
gregate in hidden areas rather than out in the open, and 
which would you prefer? 

Fourthly, I think more of the vandalism problems 
stem from those over 18. Those coming out of the bar in 
the wee hours with a few belts under their belt are more 
likely to cause problems than a group of bored teen¬ 
agers. 

No, the solution to this problem does not lie in 
binding teens under 18, but instead in finding things for 
them to do. All we need is something like a bowling 
alley or an arcade; a place for them to meet up with 
friends and engage in some recreation. It'll get them off 
the street, but I doubt it'll end the vandalism problem.

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Mayor bounces back from illness

Back from the hospital and 
still sporting his trademark sense 
of humor, Didsbury's Mayor Don 
Watt is well on his way to 
recovery. 

Watt returned home late last 
month after nearly four months in 
the Foothills Hospital in Calgary 
where he had gone for a heart 
operation in May. 

The operation, which replac¬ 
ed a valve in his heart, was the 
third he has undergone since 
1984 But in spite the tenacity for 
which he is known, it was nearly 
his last, according to his wife 
Myrna. 

"Twoweeks after the original 
surgery, Don developed severe 
complications," she said "He 
was just like Murphy's Law, 
everything that could go wrong 


did." 

Complications of the surgery 
included a collapsing lung, 
bacterial pnemonia, blood pres¬ 
sure and liver problems and 
bleeding Myrna said doctors told 
her to only take things one day at 
a time 

"I felt as if we were going 
around in circles," she said. 
"Doctors had differing opinions, 
but for the most part they were 
always optimistic. Of course by 
this time Donald was in a coma 
and they all said this was a good 
thing because it meant less stress 
for him." 

The Watts both contribute 
Don's recovery from all the 
problems to Don's own deter¬ 
mination as well as the prayers of 
family and friends. 

"There were so many phone 


calls, prayers, cards and flowers, 
it was just overwhelming," said 
Myrna. "We had friends praying 
all over the place My priest came 
in on Don's lowest day and said 
some healing prayers. He had 
been there many times right from 
the start, but the next day after 
that, Don started recovering." 

Now, 60 lbs. lighter, Don is 
at home making a rapid recovery 
He said returning to Didsbury 
makes all the difference. 

"That's the main thing, it's 
sure great to come home," he 
said "It's the best therapy in the 
world." 

Besides reading and working 
to regain his strength, Don said 
he is also busy filling a voracious 
appetite 

"I've been eating everything 
that isn't bolted down," he said 


"There was a while when I 
couldn't eat, and now I'm making 
up for it." 

While unable to get out of 
the house much these days, Don 
is managing to keep up on 
municipal affairs. He hasn't 
thought much about the upcom¬ 
ing election (scheduled for 
October), but he isn't ruling out 
any possibilities. 

"I really haven't thought 
much about it," he said. "I'm 
just going by goals right now and 
the next one is to be well enough 
togoon our vacation this fall. We 
want to take a Windjammer 
cruise in the West Indies."

F inding a new place to hang 
up his harness, ex-chuckwagon 
champion Dale Flett is now 
calling Didsbury home 

The multi-titled F lett and his 
wife Jean recently purchased a 
home in Westhill, adding to the 
growing list of interesting people 
who make up this town. 

Flett, 68, may be familiar to 
rodeo fans. His racing career 
spanned 22 years and garnered 
him numerous championships in 
rodeo capitals around the coun¬ 
try. H is awards include 6 trophies 
for the most points from the 
Cowboy Protective Association 
Those trophies and many others 
fill the rec room of the F lett's new 
home in Didsbury. Numerous 
photographs along the walls 
document his career, capturing 
moments like when he broke the 
track record in Camrose by 
running 1:02 4/10, and in 
Cheyenne when he took first 
place awards 4 out of the 6 times 
he competed and 2nd the other 
two times. 

Flett, who was born in Hand 
Hills, Alberta, started in rodeo in 
the 1940's with bronc riding He 
switched over to chucks in 1947 
when his brother's pile up 
convinced him he could do better. 

"I was outriding for him and 
I saw the accident up ahead," he 


said " I yelled at him to turn, but 
he ended up right in the middle 
of it. After that I told him he was 
going to have some competi¬ 
tion." 

F lett put together a team 
that year, starting a career 
highlighted with Canadian 
championships in '57, '59, '61, 
'62 and wins at the Calgary 
Stampede in '57, '59, '61, '62, 
'63, '66 and '67. 

Moving away from the 
bright lights of Calgary where he 
has lived most of his life was not 
difficult for Flett; Didsbury is 
where his daughter and two of his 
grandchildren live and it's also 
close to where he keeps his 
horses boarded. 

"I don't let anything stop me 
from riding," he said. "Despite 
being hurt many times [he says 
he can count the number of bones 
he hasn't broken on one hand], I 
still don't have any fear of the 
horses." 

But in spite of his love for 
the animals and his enjoyment of 
the sport, you won't find Flett as 
a spectator at any rodeo these 
days. 

"I did what I wanted to do, 
but I haven't been to a rodeo 
since I quit in '69," he said. "I 
didn't want to quit, but I had to 
and now it's just too hard to 
watch."

Sunpine agreement reached 


A Forest Management 
Agreement (FMA) with Sunpine 
Forest Products Ltd has been 
approved by Cabinet, announced 
LeRoy Fjordbotten, Minister of 
Forestry, Lands and Wildlife 
The agreement provides the 
company with the rights to 
establish, grow and harvest 
timber on the FMA area whlie 
the province retains public access 
rights, fish and wildlife access 
and other management rights. 
Through this FMA, a sustained 
yield of coniferous timber will be 
provided to Sunpine's proposed 
laminated veneer lumber (LVL) 
plant to be built near Rocky 
Mountain House, and so its 
existing sawmill and wood 
treatment plant in Sundre 

These timber rights are 
contingent upon the company 
successfully completing all mill 
site approvals and constructing 


the new plant according to a fixed 
schedule 

In addition to the construc¬ 
tion of the $30 million LVL plant, 
Sunpine Forest Products Ltd will 
add a $1.2 million small log line 
to its Sundre operations 

"I am extremely pleased 
with the announcement," stated 
Ty Lund, MLA, Rocky Mountain 
House. "The project represents a 
major economic boost for the 
communities of Rocky Mountain 
House and Sundre. The 310 mill 
and woodland jobs at Rocky 
Mountain House and other 
economic spin-offs resulting from 
this project, demonstrate the 
government's commitment to 
further diversify Alberta's econo¬ 
my." 

The integrated operations at 
Sundre and at Rocky Mountain 
House will maximize the use of 
the timber resource by producing 


a variety of products including 
posts and poles, lumber, and 
laminated veneer lumber. Lam¬ 
inated veneer lumber is compos¬ 
ed of glued layers of wood, 
laminated to produce products 
such as beams and trusses 

An environmentally friendly 
process that uses waste products 
will convert bark from logs to 
steam which will be used to 
pretreat logs for the LVL process. 
Sawmill waste residue is already 
being converted into wood chips 
for sale and use in pulpmill 
facilities. 

Sawmills in the Rocky 
Mountain House area will also 
benefit as Sunpine will provide 
oversized logs to local operators 
for manufacturing As well, small 
diameter post and pole material 
will be made available to small 
contractors in the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House area for peeling and 


processing The processed ma¬ 
terial will be shipped to Sundre 
for treatment. 

"I'm very pleased that 
Sunpine's plans will also benefit 
the community of Sundre and 
wish Sunpine much success," 
said Roy Brassard, MLA, Olds- 
Didsbury. 

The 5,670 square kilometre 
FMA is included in the recently 
approved David Thompson Cor¬ 
ridor integrated resource plan 
and the Rocky-North Saskatche¬ 
wan and Nordegg-Red Deer 
River integrated resource plans 
(IRPs) approved by Cabinet in 
1986 These IRPs provide land 
use direction of the area. 

Public consultation is a 
major component of preparing 
and implementing IRPs. These 
plans ensure a balance in 
protecting the unique aesthetic, 
scenic and environmental re¬ 


sources while allowing for the 
orderly development of tourism, 
recreation and timber industry on 
public lands. 

"The agreement also re¬ 
quires the company to consult 
with the public as the company 
develops their Forest Manage¬ 
ment Plan," added Mr Fjordbot¬ 
ten. 

In order to accommodate 
recreation, wildlife and other 
management uses, 40% of the 
FMA will be available for timber 
harvesting activities In keeping 
with Alberta's policy of sustained 
yield, less than 1% of the area 
available for timber harvesting 
will be harvested on an annual 
basis through the Sunpine 
operations

The Glenbow Museum is 
coming to Carstairs through a 
special loan of artifacts which will 
be on view in The Roulston 
Museum The display, features 
traditional Plains Indian clothing 
and adornments from the 19th 
century.

Grain exports set new record in 1991-! 


The Candian Wheat Board 
today announced that bulk 
exports of Western Canadian 
grains have set a new crop year 
record. As of J uly 30, 1992, a 
total of 30 69 million tonnes had 
been exported during the 1991-92 
crop year. This breaks the 
previous record of 30.16 million 
tonnes set in 1987-88. 

The main reason for the 
record was the large volume of 


wheat exports. Exports of West¬ 
ern Canadian wheat should total 
about 24.3 million tonnes, shat¬ 
tering the previous record of 23 
million tonnes set in the 1987-88 
crop year. 

Malting barley exports also 
set a new record this crop year. 
According to Wheat Board 
statistics, exports of malting 
barley total about 883,000 
tonnes, compared to the previous 


record of 638,000 tonnes export¬ 
ed in the 1990-91 crop year 

The Wheat Board said that 
while market returns still remain 
low because of the export subsidy 
war, high volumes of exports are 
important to farmers for cash 
flow purposes and to create room 
for on-farm storage of the new 
crop. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, the Wheat Board said it 


wanted to recognize all facets of 
the grain industry. A high 
volume of sales was achieved and 
farmers have responded well to 
delivery quotas In spite of some 
labor-management difficulties 
early in the crop year, the grain 
handling and transportation sys¬ 
tem recovered to handle a record 
amount of grain. 

Export performance at the 
West Coast was particularly 


Dairy producers frustrated by zero price increase 


Canadian dairy producers 
are frustrated by the Canadian 
Dairy Commission's (CDC) deci¬ 
sion to maintain the target price 
for industrial milk at the August 
1991 level 

"Last year's return for 
industrial milk just won't cover 
this year's production costs," 
said Louis Balcaen, President of 
Dairy Farmers of Canada, the 
national organization represent¬ 
ing the 32,000 milk and cream 
producers. 

The target price for industri¬ 
al milk is calculated on an annual 
basis using a detailed cost-of-pro- 
duction formula. This pricing 


mechanism, introduced in 1988, 
is designed to measure the actual 
costs on the farm so that efficient 
producers receive a fair return for 
their labour, management and 
capital However, several issues 
have remained unsettled within 
the actual formula, such as the 
determination of labour hours, 
valuation of assets, herd replace¬ 
ment costs and the standardiza¬ 
tion of milk components. 

"These issues are still 
unresolved after several years' 
discussion," said Balcaen. "And 
this inaction has cost producers 
millions of dollars because the 
formula, as applied by the CDC, 


has not reflected true cost 
increases in the dairy sector," 
says Balcaen. 

One of the major issues in 
this year's use of the cost-of-pro- 
duction formula was the change 
in the province of Ontario's 
method of data collection for 
labour hours. The Consultative 
Committee, after much debate, 
supported the province's move to 
determine labour hours based on 
time sheets rather than the 
previously used interview meth¬ 
odology. Ontario has increased 
its use of the time-sheet method 
over the past two years with over 
60 per cent of the sample farms 


currently use this method. 

However, the Committee's 
recommendation to maintain the 
target price failed to consider 
these changes in Ontario's labour 
hours determination. Labour 
hours for the August 1992 
adjustment continued to use the 
interview approach in the calcula¬ 
tion. This method has been 
shown to underestimate actual 
time worked. The Consultative 
Committee should make full use 
of available time sheet data in 
their determination of the target 
return. 

Dairy Farmers of Canada's 
calculations indicate that the

Farmland, values 
decrease 


Canadian farmland values 
decreased in the last half of 1991. 
Farm Credit Corporation (FCC) 
research shows a drop of 2% 
nationally between July 1, 1992 
and January 1, 1992, the third 
such decrease reported over the 
past 18 months Land values 
declined in Ontario and the 
Prairies, remained stable in the 
Atlantic region, and increased in 
Quebec and British Columbia 
There was no change in 
farmland values in the Atlantic 
provinces Quebec land values 
increased 14%, the 7th consecu¬ 
tive modest increase in that 
province, despite a lower volume 
of sales. Ontario values de¬ 
creased slightly (1.3%), follow¬ 
ing four consecutive increases 
The recession in non-agricultural 
sectors reduced demand in areas 
close to urban centres, and 
reduced the number of off-farm 
jobs which traditionally augment 


farm incomes. 

The volume of land traded 
was relatively stable in Mani¬ 
toba, where farmland values 
dropped 1.6%. In Saskatchewan 
farmland values decreased 2.9%, 
despite an increase in transac¬ 
tions Land values dropped 2% in 
Alberta. 

In British Columbia, the 
trend of rising farmland values, 
that started in 1988, continued 
with a 1.2% increase in the last 
half of 1991 The land sales 
market continues to be active 
Urban pressure is a strong 
upward influence, especially in 
the Okanagan and Fraser valleys

Canadian grain commission becomes special 
operating agency 


Chief Commissioner Milton 
Wakefield has announced that 
the Canadian Crain Commission 
received final approval to its 
submission to become a Special 
Operating Agency, a measure 
which will give the agency more 
autonomy in its operations. This 
change in status of the federal 
agency follows the February, 
1991 budget announced by the 
Honourable Michael Wilson, 
Minister of Finance. 

"This formalizes our posi¬ 
tion as an agency which strives to 
be service-oriented in our com¬ 
mitment to ensuring the high 
quality of Canadian grain," said 
Wakefield in making the an¬ 
nouncement 

He added that the Commis¬ 
sion is dedicated to keeping 
Canada competitive in the 
international marketplace This is 
going to mean a continual review 
of the Commission's quality 
assurance program to meet 
customers' needs, which will 
become easier to do as an SOA 
In addition, the Commission will 
strive to reduce costs at every 
opportunity 

"An immediate benefit of 
SOA status to producers and the 
industry is Treasury Board 


approval to fund 50% of the cost 
of the Crain Research Laboratory 
from government appropriation 
This decision reflects the fact that 
our Laboratory, a world-renown¬ 
ed facility, carries out a portion of 
its research to the benefit of all 
Canadians. This will make us 
more flexible in setting our 
annual service fees," he said 

The Commission's annual 
budget is about $53 million 
dollars; the Laboratory's portion 
is about $9 million. 

Another change is the 
establishment of a board of 
directors which includes the 
three commissioners and six 
assistant commissioners "We 
expect this change to result in 
more direct input from producers 
and other members of the 


industry, which is so important in 
being service-oriented. Our as¬ 
sistant commissioners are located 
throughout the grain growing 
and handling areas, close to the 
people we serve. They are 
well-positioned to play an inte¬ 
gral role in policy setting," said 
Wakefield. 

Although the Commission 
has become more independent, it 
will continue to operate under 
federal legislation such as the 
Public Service Employment Act 

The Canadian Crain Com¬ 
mission, a federal agency estab¬ 
lished in 1912, sets grain quality 
standards and regulates grain 
handling The Commission certi¬ 
fies grades and weights of about 
75 million tonnes of grain 
annually.

Number 4: Compare food 
prices at the store The volunteer 
food pricers for Mount View 
Health Unit have learned the 
value of checking prices of all the 
similar food By being thorough, 
they have learned that generic is 
usually cheaper, but not always 
To help compare food prices, 
grocery stores need to display 
food prices clearly and ideally 
have unit pricing. Unit pricing is 
determined by the total price of 
an item divided by 100 grams or 
ml. This is helpful for foods in 
different sizes such as cheese; 
canned foods; cold cereals and 
cookies. If your usual grocery 
store is not well labelled or does 
not have unit pricing, talk to the 
grocery store manager. 

And you thought spending

grocery shopping means plan¬ 
ning, taking the time to read 
labels, and comparing prices.

Livestock need trace miner¬ 
als, but the best source of those 
minerals has become a question 
says an Alberta Agriculture 
nutritionist 

Since chelated, or organic, 
minerals have come on the 
market a debate has begun on 
their value relative to inorganic 
trace mineral salts used to 
supplement livestock diets says 
Barry Yaremcio "There's been 
the suggestion that chelated 
minerals are a much better 
source of trace minerals, but that 
evaluation isn't complete," he 
said 

The main advantage of 
chelates are their bioavailability. 
Bioavailability is how much of the 
mineral is absorbed, moved to 
where it's needed and converted 
to a useful form by the animal 
"However, when this effective¬ 
ness is weighed against cost, it's 
not clear if producers can afford 
to feed chelates," Yaremcio says 

The highest bioavailability 
given to a chelate mineral is 32 
per cent higher than the standard 
sulphate form Yaremcio notes. 

This suggests that it's 32 per 
cent 'better' than the salt form," 
he said "However, since chel¬ 
ates are approximately double 
the cost of feeding inorganic 
mineral', they don't make sense 
11 xiomically. Using higher levels 
ol inorganic salt forms would be 
considerably less expensive 

"If continued use of an 
inorganic trace mineralized salt 
doesn't correct your problem, 
then verify that you are dealing 
with a trace mineral problem 
That means looking at your 
management, feed and facilities 
Once you've assured yourself 


that you are dealing with a trace 
mineral deficiency, then consider 
a chelated mineral," he says. 

"There are a few situations 
where it may be more reasonable 
to suffer the consequences of the 
problem than to correct it using 
chelates," he adds. "Particular¬ 
ly, when the cost to solve the 
problem is much greater than the 


benefits received. 

"As we acquire a better 
understanding of trace mineral 
problems, and chelates mode of 
action, there may be more 
situations where chelates will be 
beneficial " 

Cobalt, iodine, copper, 
manganese, zinc and selenium 
are all essential trace minerals 


for a cattle herd. Several of these 
elements are required for proper 
functioning of the immune 
system. Deficiencies may lessen 
an animal's ability to fight off 
diseases. 

Reduced fertility and growth 
rates—long calving seasons and 
reduced weaning weights—are 
production problems associated 
with trace mineral deficiencies.

Housing starts up in second quarter 


National housing starts rose 
7 8 per cent during the second 
quarter of 1992 to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate (SAAR) of 
165,000 units, reported Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion (CMHC). First quarter starts 
were at 153,000 units. 

Improvement in the second 
quarter was due to higher starts 
of single-detached dwellings 
which, although lower than the 
levels posted during the second 
half of 1991, climbed to 90,000 
units from 77,000 units in the 
first quarter Starts of multiple 


dwellings were at 75,000 units in 
the second quarter, inching down 
1,000 units from the preceding 
quarter 

"Second quarter activity 
bounced back from the abnormal¬ 
ly low level in the first quarter, 
mainly as a result of higher starts 
in Quebec and the Atlantic 
provinces," said Cilles Proulx, 
Chief Economist of CMHC's 
Market Analysis Centre 

Ontario starts eased to 
55,000 from 56,000 units SAAR 
during the second quarter A 
gradually improving trend in 


single-detached starts partially 
offset lower activity in the 
multiples market 

Housing starts in Quebec 
bounced back to 45,000 units 
from 33,000 units SAAR as most 
markets experienced rising activ¬ 
ity during the second quarter 
The recovery was greatest in the 
single-detached market First 
quarter levels had subsided 
following the end of a provincial 
construction support program 
In British Columbia, starts 
fell to 35,000 units SAAR in the 
second quarter, down from 


40,000 units in the first quarter 
However, starts activity did 
rebound by the end of the second 
quarter as seasonally adjusted 
starts reached a level of 40,000 
units in J une 

Prairie region activity held 
steady at 20,000 units SAAR as a 
result of slight increases in 
Alberta (to 17,000) and Saskat¬ 
chewan (to 2,000), offset by a 
drop of 2,000 units in Manitoba 

All four Atlantic provinces 
posted higher activity levels on a 
seasonally adjusted rate, lifting 
total starts in the region to 10,000 


units SAAR, up from 4,000 units 
in the previous quarter Activity 
levels reached 2,000 units in 
Newfoundland, 1,000 in Prince 
Edward Island, 4,000 in Nova 
Scotia and 3,000 units in New 
Brunswick. 

On an actual unadjusted 
basis, construction started on 
51,797 dwellings in the second 
quarter, a jump of 114 per cent 
over last year's second quarter 
level.
